We  have  no  problem  on  Water  or  Sewer  facilities' under  Order  #1, 
for the  vacationing  of  an  existing  alley. 

On  Order  #2,  there  is  an  existing  sewer  in  the  east-west  alley 
involved.  This  sewer  serves  the  Bank  Building  at  the  southwest  corner 
of  Rudisill  and  Calhoun  Street  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  maintain 
this  sewer  for  vhich  purpose  an  easement  will  be  required,  or  the 
petitioner  will  be  required  to  install  a new  sewer.
